Some Guards 
At Gimp David

WASHINGTON (AP) — Some 
of the military men assigned to 
Camp David have admitted us­ 
ing marijuana while guarding 
the presidential retreat in the 
Maryland mountains, the Pen­ 
tagon says. 
The Defense Department said. 
Tuesday that it had removed 28 
Marines and 18 Navy personnel 
from Camp David duty follow­ 
ing an investigation into m ari­ 
juana use there. President Nix­ 
on frequently works at Camp 
David, as did his three imme­ 
diate predecessors. 
“ Some of the personnel trans­ 
ferred admitted use of mari­ 
juana 
at 
some 
time 
during 
their 
assignment,” 
said 
the 
Pentagon. ‘‘Others were either 
suspected of use or provided in­ 
formation used during the in­ 
vestigation.” 
The Pentagon did not name 
those who admitted to using 
marijuana, nor did it disclose 
the number. 
The 
servicemen 
were 
as­ 
signed to' the Navy Support Ac­ 
tivity at Thurmont, Md. That 
unit is responsible for mainte­ 
nance and security at Camp 
David, which has been used by 
several presidents as a retreat. 
“ Because of the sensitivity of 
the assignment and the special 
clearance procedures followed 
in the selection of personnel for 
assignment to the facility, all 
personnel involved in any way

Its consequences, to my eternal 
regret, have proved injurious 
both to a number of innocent 
persons and to that reverence 
for law on which our society is 
founded.” 
In an affidavit filed last week 
with Judge Matt Byrne of the 
Pentagon Papers trial in Los 
Angeles, Krogh revealed that 
he sent Watergate conspirators 
E. Howard Hunt and G. Gordon 
Liddy to Los Angeles to bur­ 
glarize the office of Dr. Lewis 
Fielding. 
“ My overriding desire now is 
to accept full responsibility for 
my acts and decisions and to 
assist in bringing all the facts 
and 
circumstances 
into 
the 
open so that a fair judgment of 
(his activity can be rendered,” 
Krogh said in the resignation 
letter. 
He said public confidence in 
government already is shaken 
by the Watergate affair. 
"I cannot remain in the ad­ 
ministration while my role in 
the special investigative unit is 
submitted to the legal scrutiny,”

Krogh said.

The Rush County Chamber of 
Commerce has learned that 
work is now well underway on 
the restoration of the Roth 
Round Barn in Orange Town­ 
ship. 
Recently purchased by Mr, 
and Mrs. Douglas Newkirk, the 
barn has been the subject of 
several paintings and sketches 
over the years. One of the 
better known renderings of the 
barn was done by Opal Boring 
in 1966. 
Round barns are an ar­ 
chitectural oddity and also quite 
rare today. One of the reasons 
for the uniqueness 
of the 
structure is the construction of 
the roof. In essence, the roof 
is supported in basically the 
s a m e 
manner 
as 
gothic 
cathedrals. The beams support 
themselves in much the same 
fashion as the vaulted arches 
that support the huge roofs in 
some of the famous cathedrals 
in Eur0pe. 
The barn is located near one 
of the county’s best preserved 
covered bridges over Flat rock 
River approximately 10 miles 
southwest of Rushville near Big 
Flatrock Church. The combina­ 
tion of the bam and bridge 
make one of the most attractive 
settings in southeastern Indiana. 
Construction on the Roth barn 
was begun in 1912. Lumber for 
the three-story structure was 
cut from trees in the immediate 
v i c i n i y. Construction was 
halted temporarily by the Great 
Flood of 1918. All of the pre-cut 
lumber that had been prepared 
was washed away by the raging 
waters. Following the flood 
more timber was cut and 
construction was resumed. 
Another unusual feature of the 
barn is the free-standing silo 
contained within the barn. The 
silo is located in the center of 
the bam, but is not attached 
to the exterior of the barn. 


In recent years the barn and 
grounds surrounding it have 
fallen into some disrepair. The 
Newkirk’s plan to restore the 
barn and adjoining property to 
reflect the period when the barn 
was new.

The HOOSIER DAY

Riley Hospital serves the 
children of the entire state 
rather than just a select area. 
The James Whitcomb Riley 
Memorial Association held its 
52nd annual meeting: to report 
on progress and project plans 
for the future. In these days 
of high divorce rates, it is 
heartening to see a marriage 
as 
p e r f e c t 
as 
the 
Association,, .a marriage of 
concerned 
private 
citizens, 
government, die largest medical 
school in the nation, and 
business. 
The General Assembly in­ 
corporated the association in 
1921, and it has been blazing' 
new trails since that time. The 
first acquisition was the Riley 
Home on Lockerbie Street, 
maintained as one of the few 
remaining authentic Victorian 
houses in the United States. The 
home, 100 years old in 1972, was 
occupied by the Hoosier poet 
during the last 23 years of Ms 
life. Some 5,659 visitors came 
from most states and ten 
foreign countries to tour the 
home last year and it served 
as the site for a two-day con­ 
ference 
of 
the 
National 
Historical Landmark Society. 
Dr. Lafayette Page, one of 
the founders, proposed the 
second act of the association 
should be construction of a 
hospital for children to be 
operated 
by 
the 
Indiana 
University School of Medicine. 
Aided by a state appropriation 
of $125,000, a fund raising effort 
was launched, and the Riley 
Hospital was dedicated in 1924. 
A plaque imbedded in the floor 
of the original entry expresses 
the purpose of the hospital. It 
reads: “That they may have 
life, and may have it abun­ 
da ntly.” The hospital has been 
expanded four times through 
the efforts of the Association. 
In 1955, Camp Riley was 
established on a 2,300 acre 
wooded 
tract. 
The 
camp 
provides 
recreational 
ex­ 
periences for physically han­ 
dicapped children, with no child 
denied the experience due to 
inability to pay. Currently, the 
cost is $60 per session per child, 
and the 1972 sessions were 
attended by 161 campers, in- 
c l u d i n g 51 confined to 
wheelchairs and 6 who were 
blind. 
Governor Otis R. Bowen at­ 
t e n d e d the luncheon to 
congratulate the association on 
its 
ou t s t a n d i n g 
ac­ 
c o m p l i s h m e n t s , and to 
congratulate Perry W. Lash 
upon his re-election as president 
of the association. Bowen said: 
“I would .like to remind you 
that the Association has had 
only two presidents. With the 
term he is now starting, Perry 
Lesh will have broken the 


previous record of the past 
president who served 26 years.” 
Dr. Bowen recalled many 
fond memories of Riley Hospital 
where he “pushed a few food 
carts, delivered a few oapers, 
washed a few dishes, and 
refiled many dusty charts in 
efforts to survive, while pur­ 
suing a medical education in 
the examining rooms during the 
days.” 
Dr. Morris Green, Riley’s 
physician-in-chief was the main 
speaker. 
He 
reported 
on 
progress 
of recent 
newly 
established programs, as well 
as charting the course for 
future 
development. 
Riley 
recently became one of the few 
hospitals in the nation to have 
a new-born intensive care unit. 
Dr. Green reported: 
“It 
became dear that advances in 
obstetrics and pediatrics, if 
save the lives of at least 1,000 
transiated into practice, could 
new born infants in the state 
as well as prevent a large 
number of devastating han­ 
dicaps.” 
The intensive care center 
serves as a central com­ 
prehensive care center for the 
e d u c a t i o n a l programs for 
physicians and nurses in local 
state, as well as conducting 
communities. An around-the- 
clock hotline receives as many 
a g ten calls a day from local 
physidans. 
After 
telephone 
consultation, if the situation 
warrants, a specialist and 
technician departs immediately 
by ambulance or helicopter for 
the local community for “on the 
spot" help, or returning the 
infant to the hospital. 
One 27-ounce baby 
was- 
airlifted from Valparaiso for 
pediatric surgery. It was suc­ 
cessful, and she continues to 
thrive after being returned to 
the hospital in the community. 
Transport teams have called on 
40 percent of the community 
hospitals in the state with ob­ 
stetrical services, making 25 
'trips in the last 5 months. 
Special ambulances are being 
designed and purchased which 
will, provide' intensive care 
during transit. 
Cancer in children is second 
only to accidents as the chief 
killer of young children, and 
Riley intends to move ahead in 
research in ttos area. Hoosier 
children die every year of 
kidney and liver diseases, due 
to lack of a proper transplant 
program, and Riley is moving 
in this area. There is need for 
a center to treat spinal cord 
injuries in children. Dr. Green 
said: “Research of today is 'the 
k ey 
for 
treatment 
of 
tomorrow.” All Indiana counties 
are represented by the patients.

But Hemmer, program direc­ 
tor of radio statio WDBQ-AM 
in Dubuque, Iowa, recently 
brought back the fun of the old 
days by broadcasting five 
shows written and submitted by 
listeners. 
The authors were an artist at 
a local advertising agency, two 
high school teachers, a deputy 
sheriff and a 21-year-old female 
factory worker. 
Hemmer got the scripts by 
unwittingly repeating radio his­ 
tory. The repeating occurred 
last January when WDBQ ran a 
"Radio Theater” 'Contest in­ 
viting listeners to submit origi­ 
nal half-hour scripts. 
It’s exactly the way many 
prominent writers today first 
were heard nationally, thanks 
to “Dr. 'Christian,” a radio 
series broadcast several dec­ 
ades ago. It also asked lísten­ 
os to submit original .scripts. 
One of those budding authors, 
Ear! Hemner Jr., earned $500 
for a script he sent in.. He’s bet­ 
ter-known and earns considera­ 
bly more today as creator 
“The Waltons” series on CBS- 
TV. 
Hemmer, who says be never 
beard of the “Dr. Christian” 
series, laughed when asked how 
he came upon the idea of 
WDBQ’s script search. 
“I couldn’t tell you,” he said. 
“I’ve always been fascinated 
with old-time radio. A couple of 
years ago I thought, ‘gee, 
wouldn’t it be fun if we could 
do something like this.’ And we 
finally did it.” 
He said the “Radio Theater” 
contest brought a lot of 52 
original scripts from the listen­ 
ing audience. He and his staff 
read them all. selected five for 
broadcast and went to work, 
using the station’s disc jockeys 
and local residents as actors in 
the show’s, 
"There were no rewrites,” he 
said. “We did them exactly the 
course, we added sound effects 
way they were 
writteN. Of 
and music.” 
The shows, broadcast during 
the last week in March ranged 
from “Bill Busoni, Private 
Eye” — a spoof of the old 
"Sam Spade” series” — to 
“The Second Chance,” a show 


about a man whom the fates al­ 
low to return to Ms past. 
The final show, "Red Lights 
and Sirens,” was written by the 
deputy sheriff. 
WMle the series was broad­ 
cast, listeners were .invited to1 
vote by mail on their favorite 
show. The authors got cash 
prizes ranging from. $10' to toe 
$100 award given the author of 
"Second Chance,” which re­ 
ceived the largest share of toe 
800 votes east. 
Hemmer, whose station has 
only 1,000 watts and limited 
funds for such efforts, says he’s 
going to have another “Radio 
Theater” week in September 
and start calling for authors in 
mid-July. 
He says he’s still amazed by 
the response to th first con­ 
test.

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U.S. Has Long Record Of Breaking Indian Treaties 


By DON McLEOD 
Associaed Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
trouble with Indian treaties is 
that they are so easily broken. 
Once1 any treaty is ratified, it 
becomes part of U.S. law. And, 
like any other law, it can be 
amended, 
superceded 
or 
re­ 
pealed by a newer law. 
So breaking an Indian treaty 
may not be honorable, but it 
can be perfectly legal. 
Even in cases where there 
has be no legal justification for 
breaking a treaty, Indian tribes 
have 
often 
found 
themselves 
without the power to force com­ 
pliance. 
The question of Indian stand­ 
ing, and therefore claim to the 
tend on which they live, has 
been ambiguous since the first 
white men came to America. 
Charles V, king of Spain and 
grandson of Ferdinand and Isa­ 
bella, made the first attempt at 
defining Indian property rights 
and turned to Franciscas de 
Victoria, professor at the Uni­ 
versity of Salamanca and one 
of the foremost theologians of 
his day. 
Victoria said Indians had title 
to 
the 
land 
and Spaniards 
could not claim it by 'virtue of 
discovery. He suggested that if 
Europeans wanted Indian land, 
they buy it. 
“Victoria’s advice was not al­ 
ways taken literally, as white 
explorers continued to claim 
new discoveries in the name1 of 
European monarchs, although 
his ideas survived in an unwrit­ 
ten code which generally as­ 
cribed sovereignty to the white 
kings but title to the Indians. 
The English colonizers follow­ 
ed this rule,, and individual 'Col­ 
onies passed ordinances requir­ 
ing acquisition of Indian land 
be by purchase authorized by 
the colonial government. 
The British home government 
held similar views. 
During the American Refuta­ 
tion the Continental Congress 
continued to deal with Indians 
in the same way and concluded 
the first U.S.-Indian treaty with 
the Delawares on Sept. 17, 1778. 
In 1784, Congress appointed 
commissioners 
to 
negotiate 
peace terms with Indians along 
the frontier and set up bound­ 
aries, making it clear that the 
territory belong to the govern- 
men 
although 
the 
Indians 
could live on it. 
“The United States alone pos­ 
sess the sovereign power within 
the limits described at the late 
treaty of peace between them 
and the king of England,” Da­ 
vid Ramsay, chairman of the 
Congress, declared. “You may 
also assure the Indians that 
they tell lies who say that the 
king of England has not in in 
his late treaty with the United 
States given up to them tha 
lands of the Indians.” 
But the Indians resented the 
government’s approach and it 
became 
apparent 
that 
the 
United States, which had no 
standing Army once the Revo­ 
lution was over, was going to 
have to soften its stand or 
fight. 
Consequently, the secretary 
of war in 1788 recommended a 
new policy of purchasing land 
the government had been vir­ 
tually 
confiscating 
in 
peace 
treaties. 
Money 
was 
appro­ 
priated 
to 
purchase 
Indian 
claims to land already ceded, 
and treaties were renegotiated. 
On Jan. 9. 1789, treaties were 
signed with the Six Nations and 
the 
VViandot, 
Delaware, 
Chi- 
pewa and Ottowa establishing a 
new 
official 
view 
of 
Indian 
lands rights. In these landmark 
treaties, the United States gave 
up claim to designated territory 
to be held by the Indians. 
The early treaties contained 
several other provisions imply­ 
ing a degree of Indian sover­ 
eignty. 
As early as 1.778 Delaware 
treaty, the government guaran­ 
teed the integrity of Indian ter­ 
ritory. Boundaries were set out 
between U.S. territory and In-

nations, just as the map of Eu­ 
rope 
\was 
redrawn 
after the 
World Wars. 
Treaties signed with northern 
tibes in 1785 and 1786 provided 
that any U.S. citizen attempting 
to settle on Indian land for­ 
feited 
the 
protection 
of 
the 
United States. 
'The U.S. government obvious­ 
ly recognized an international 
character 
to 
Indian 
relations 
and several treaties stipulated 
that 
having 
allied 
with 
the 


United States, the Indians could 
not ally w; ih other nations. 
But 
time 
eroded 
whatever 
standing the Indians had as" in­ 
dependent nations. 
Some 
treaty 
provisions 
be­ 
ca me obsolete, such as those 
requiring 
the 
government 
to 
provide grist mills and black­ 
smiths to repair hunting rifles. 
A Cherokee treaty still requires 
t h e 
govenment 
to 
hire 
mounted rides at $30 a day to 
guard the reservation. 
Such 
anachronisms 
encour­ 


age a view of the treaties as 
quaintly out of date and not to 
be 
taken 
seriously, 
although, 
some guarantees of goods and 
services are still vitally impor­ 
tant to the Indians, 
These annuities, though vital 
today, were the first step in 
downgrading 
Indian 
stature. 
They made the Indians depend­ 
ent on the government at a 
time when the shrinking fron­ 
tier 
denied 
their 
traditional 
huntsm.an’s livelihood. 
Weakness on the part of In­ 
dians invited whites to take ad­ 
vantage, 
Defeated 
by 
U.S. 
forces in 1814. the Creeks were 


forced to surrender 23 million 
acres, half their ancestai do­ 
main, although a big chunk of 
it belonged to loyal Indi an.s’, 
Finally, Congress eradicated 
the last illusion of Indian inde­ 
pendence by legislating in 1971 
“that hereafter no Indian na­ 
tion or tribe within the territory 
of the United States shall be ac­ 
knowledged or recognized as an 
independent 
nation, 
tribe 
or 
power with whom the United 
SUtes may contract by treaty.” 
In 1903 the Supreme Court 
said Congress could break old 
treaties and take Indian land so 


long as it. was justified by cir­ 


cumstances 
“which 
will 
not 
only justify the government in 
disregarding the stipulations of 
the treaty, but may demand, in 
the interest of the country and 
the Indians themselves, that it 
should do so.” 
Indians tod.ay claim, the gov­ 
ernment has found it in their 
best 
Interest 
to 
allow 
their 
lands to be dried up or flooded 
by dams, ravaged by strip min­ 
ing. 
denuded 
of 
forests, 
stripped of minerals and turned 
over to real estate developers. 
They 
say the 
government’s 


own agencies often have done 
the most damage, or have en­ 


couraged Indians to sell their 
birthright by fostering strife be­ 


tween tribal factions. 
“That is one reason why In­ 
dians today are pointing guns

white men -again,

each other.

Rush County In Perspective

WASHINGTON, D. C. — The 
nation’s capítol is one of the 
country’s best examples of what 
can be done to take advantage 
of existing potential. 
Washington was built, with an 
eye to developing national 
traditions, but outside of the 
national shrines and public 
buildings, much has been done 
ir. other .areas of the city to 
preserve the past. Take, for 
example, the elegant row of 
Victorian homes on the east side 
of Lafaytte Park. Lafayette 
Park is directly north of the 
White House. The row of homes 
faces east looking into the park. 
All the homes have been 
restored to their original con­ 
dition, trees have been planted 
along the sidewalk, and the old 
cement sidewalk has been 
replaced with red brick. Without 
question, these homes comprise 
one of the most beautiful areas 
in Washington. 
The important point, however, 
jc that there are several blocks 
in the business district of Rush- 
ville that have the potential to 
become as attractive as tha 
section of the nation’s capítol. 
The potential really is there, it 
just needs to be developed. 
A n o t h e r example, 
and 
perhaps a better one, can be 
found in the area of Washington 
known as Georgetown. Once a 
separate community from the 
capitol city, Georgetown is full 


of quaint little shops that line 
the streets. Rather than tear 
down and build new structures, 
the people of Georgetown had 
the foresight to restore and 
preserve what they already had. 
This could be done in Rush- 
ville. A restoration of the same 
type would make this com­ 
munity unique in Southeastern 
Indiana. 
A third example of what has 
been done in Washington is 
HI air House. Located on Penn­ 
sylvania 
Avenue 
diagonally 
across from the White House, 
Blair House is reserved for 
official guests of t he United 
Stales Government when they 
are in Washington. Although it 
is not open to the public, the 
exerior of the building reflects 
the same period architecture as 
many of the buildings and 
homes' in Rushville. Despite the 
differences in location and use, 
there are many homes in this 
com,munity that could be as 
physically imposing as Blair 
House. 
There is no doubt 
that 
Washington and Rushville are 
worlds apart in many ways, but 
there are some valuable in­ 
sights that can be drawn from 
a comparison of the two. One 
of the elements’ that attracts 
m i l l i o n s of tourists 
to 
Washington is the preservation 
of the past, not only the public 
buildings and shrines, but also 
th e 
private 
homes 
on 
Massachusetts Avenue and the 
intriguing shops of Georgetown. 
On a much smaller scale, Rush­ 
ville and Rush County could do

the same with .relative ease. 
The Pharmatique, for instance, 
is an excellent beginning. 
The title of this column, Rush 
County 
in 
Perspective, 
is 
especially fitting in terms of 
seeing our community in the 
light of another. It is much 
easier to 
appreciate 
Rush 
County having seen what can 
be done in 
a city 
like 
Washington. The comparison 
really does help put Rush 
County “in perspective.” 
This county has much to 
offer, and it seems clear that 
mush of its future will depend 
on protecting and preserving its 
past. 


SEATTLE (AP) — David 
Cargo, 22, is a University of 
Washington senior in math­ 
ematics. He works as a com­ 
puter operator. And he’s one of 
the most popular human guinea 
pigs around. 
In the past two years, he has 
popped pills, smoked mari­ 
juana, swallowed lengths of 
rubber tubing and been poked, 
pinched, prodded and exam- 
ied — all for about $500. 
“It was fairly easy money. It 
helped pay the rent,” he said. 
Another reason is curiousity, 
he said. And as a fringe bene­ 
fit, “for most of the past couple 
of years, I’ve had one doctor or 
another looking over my health 
very, very carefully.” 
His first experiment paid $5 
and was required for credit in 
a beginning psychology class. 


He had to maneuver a ball 
through a tilting maze, estimat­ 
ing before each attempt how 
far he thought he could get the 
ball to go. 
His next job was drinking dis­ 
solved sugar at 30-minute inter­ 
vals over a two-hour period 
while researchers took blood 
samples to see how fast the 
sugar was being absorbed by 
his body. He got $30 for that. 
But what really sold him on 
selling himself as a .guinea pig 
was when he was paid $20 for 
smoking a single marijuana 
cigarette. 
“They did have people in the 
study who had been stoned be­ 
fore,” Cargo said. “They want­ 
ed to test whether having one 
person who had been stoned be­ 
fore affected the people smok­ 
ing the dope.” 


Another project paid $111 for 
Cargo to wear “nylon-like un­ 
derwear, just like the Apollo 
astronauts used” to control his 
skin temperature while he was 
inside a device that forced his 
blood Into his legs. 
The purpose was to find out if 
“you should cover a shock vic­ 
tim and keep him warm,” he 
said. 
He now is taking four colchi­ 
cine pills daily in a test to see 
if the compound, long used in 
treating gdut, is effective as a 
male contraceptive. 
Then there was the time he 
swallowed some quarter-inch 
rubber tubing. Scientists moved 
it up and down in bis throat to 
measure the strength of the 
sphincter muscles in his eso­ 
phagus.
